STUDENTS ON CODE LAW 


Bill is Method Designed to 
Simplify Governmental 


Procedure. 


Says 


Repeated und trenzied requests for 
his nofes on the Nebraska Code BLU 
are responsible for Dr. Krueger's 
lecture on the code to all rhetoric 
students studying the ae of ex- 
tempornneous speeches, ‘the nudl- 
torium Wednesday erin 

“Elimiintion of unnecessary boards, 
consolidation Into major departments, | 
fixing: responsibility In the department, 
making them dependent on the gov ern: | 
or, apd centralizing responsibility in 
the governor,—that, in brief," explatn- 
ed Dr, Krueger, “ig the meaning. of 
the ¢ode.” 

We emphasized the fact that the 
cade bill is not a complicated system, 
but that if ds really very simple. In 
the federal xdministration, he pointed 
out, responsibility is fixed, while In 
the state administration It is not, 

“A miss of administrative and board 
Inembers are wppointed by the govern- 
or with the consent of the senate, or 
hy the legislature alone,” he said in 
describing the: chnotle condition of 
the state governments of  todny. 
“Whenever the necessity arose, a 
hoard was created. These boards 
work ns if they were a sepnrate ad. 
ministrative unit Interested not in the 
welfare af the slate but In their own 
fairs, and lobby in th elegislature to 
secure money,” ; 

About 380 years ago, he said, a move- 
ment for 
governments began, and finally, in 
1919, the Nebraska Civil Adininistra- 
tive Code Bil wus passed by the state 
legislature. 

How the state had benefited from 
the code, how the duplention of de- 
partments and offices had been elimi- 
nited, und how state money, had thus 
been suved were (hen shown by Dr. 
Wrueger, 

“Although [ont in favor of the 
code system,” he decluved, “I agree 
with the opponents of the code that 
under ¢he> present system, it is pos- 
sible to bull up oa” party machine. 
Bat (his fault may be remedied by 
establishing the merit systeny in the 
civil) service, fhug {ft would not be 
possible for the ‘governor to appoint 
anyone he desired,”
